He 1 b seeking to have his Reserve commission reinstated as of 
the date of its termination and to have it reoaln effective until the 
latest date permissible under pertinent regulations and statutes* 

This, of oo urea, would make taw eligible, after he loaves the 
Gwaranctlt service as a civilian, to receive Reserve retirement pay* 

As it Is, he locks about tvo end crao-helf months of attaining the 
20 years required for Reserve retirement, under Title III, Public 
law 810 - doth Congress* The action which he Books to havo you take, 
through the kray Board on Correct! on of Military Records, is solely 
far tho purpooo of correcting tills serious injustice. He la certainly 
worthy of e very consideration which can be shown him#
